WOODBRIDGE TELLS 
OF HIS EXPERIENCES 


r. R. Woodbridge 
interesting experiences while in Colo- 
rado and the following letter re- 
ceived the other day by The News|

| misty snow. Just enough to keep a 
little on the pavement along with a 
temperature of 10 to 20 degrees 
above zero. 


For about six week of my stay I 
have had the pleasure of seeing con- 
siderable of a prominent Frenchman 
who has been here for his health. 
As both of us have been far from 
home, we naturally gravitated togeth- 
er, and had many good visits and 
dinners and rides with each other, 
when we had an opportunity to dis- 
cuss the war, and, especially, the 
status of the United States therein. 
It has occurred to me that some of 
the things I learned from my talks 
with him might be of interest gen- 
erally. 1 will not now give his name 
but will tell you that he is vice-pres- 
ident of the largest bank in France, 
with some 350 branches and 10,000 
employees, and a_ balance sheet of 
$500,000,000. I want to emphasize 
this point of his wealth and influ- 
ence and business ability in order to 
bring out the more strongly his pa- 


there would be sent up those illum- 
inating rockets that burst into a 
beautiful clear light and descended 
in a sort of an umbrella shape and 
lit up the whole country as in the 
daytime. He said that when these 
went up the only safety was to im- 
mediately throw oneself fiat on the 
ground or into the water with as 
little as possible of the head show- 
ing, and to stay there till_no rockets 
were left. He said he had tried to 
count some nights how many times 
he had thus submerged himself but 
finally gave it up or forgot his count. 
Largely as a result of this he is 
bound up with rheumatism and other 
ills., But he does not complain.

He told me that at the outbreak of 








the war everybody in France was 
wonderfully patriotic; eager to do 
anything for the defense of the 
country. But that this was soon 


succeeded by a little hesitation about 
risking oneself, but a willingness to 
have the other man go. But that 
later still it finally dawned upon ev- 
ery one that this willingness to de- 
fend France, to die for her if nec- 
essary, meant not some one else, but 
“myself.” That “I’’ should give up 
“my” home and “my” family and go 
to the front and “myself die for 
France if necessary. And that when 
that spirit controlled the people that 


France was a new nation and that 
men and money never failed them 
from that time.

a better tree than longleaf.’ Its 
growth, according to the foresters, 
is more rapid and its yield of turpen- 
tine larger, while the wood is said 
to be the heaviest coniferous wood 
grown in the country. 

The term, “slash pine,” it is ex- 
plained, is popularly applied to sev- 
eral Southern pines, notably the 
loblolly, with which the true slash 
pine is often confused because of its 


close resemblance. The slash pine 
is also sometimes called “Cuban,” 
“Swamp,” or ‘she’ pine. 

| The chief causes for the rapid 
|spread of the tree are its frequent 
and abundant seed production, very 
rapid growth, ability to endure the 
shade of other trees, and its capac- 
ity to adapt itself to a wide range 
of environment. The fact that it can 
withstand the combination of forest 


fires and razor-back hogs is also con- 


sidered of importance by the forest- 
ers, who say that the tree is des- 
tined to play an important part in 
the future of the cut-over lands of 
the South. As an example of the 
high money returns obtained by tur- 


pentining the tree, it is stated that 
‘in one instance in South Carolina, 


a twenty-year-old stand of slash pine 
averaged 520 trees per acre, each of 
which had one cup. The turpentine 
operator paid the owner ten cents 
a cup, or a total of $52 per acre, for 
the privilege of tapping the trees. 

After a rest of from three to five 
years the trees should be in eood | 
condition for back-cutting and 
should produce even larger financial 
returns. By using the improved 
methods of turpentining 


advocated 
by the Forest Service, the foresters 
say that such a stand could be _ tur- 


pentined for a longer period of 
years instead of the three years un- 
der the crude methods now gener- 
ally employed. 

It is pointed out that 
pine lands of the South 
far the bulk of the naval stores of 
the world and that the supply is 
steadily decreasing as these lands 
are denuded of their timber and no 
provision made for their restocking.

with something like “to be opened 
when mobilization is ordered.” With- 
in this large envelope are many 


smaller envelopes carrying simply a 
number which will be referred to in 
the mobilization order. The various 
envelopes contain orders for train 
service covering every possible con- 
dition of warfare by or against 
France and by or against every pos- 
sible antagonist. These are most 
carefully worked out by the General 
War Staff or College, and owing to 
the danger of spies getting at these 
plans they are changed at irregular 
intervals. As I remember this pres- 
ent mobilization carried the order 
to open “envelope No. 17.” In this 
were instructions (every train, 
freight or passenger stops at first 
station in case of mobilization) for 
the making up of so many trains of 
so many cars, baggage and passen- 
ger, with a stated number of en- 
gines to each train, what companies, 
of how many men each, would go in 
each car, and at what hour and min- 
ute, and what soldier-trainmen would 
handle the train, the exact minute 
of leaving, and the destination and 
hour of arrival. That automatically 
upon mobilization the regular agent 
stepped down and a couple of sol- 
diers trained for the work took 
charge of his office and the trains. 
That the various reserves are mob- 
ilized on the first, the second, the 
third, the fourth and the fifth day 
after the mobilization call, and that 
he did not think that any troop 
train was ten minutes behind leaving 
schedule, and that almost none were 
late at all. That’s what you might 
call real mobilization, Bill. And to 
me it is inspiring makes my blood 
run fast, and makes me wish we also 
might awake to a real preparedness. 
Den’t you think? 

I haven’t the least doubt in my 
mind of the bravery of the individ- 
uals in our nation; but no amount 
of bravery will enable untrained, un- 
disciplined, non-fed and _ partially 
armed troops to last very long be- 
fore veteran or PREPARED soldiers. 
Our army preparedness, and the ob- 
jeciions to it by so many, was some- 
thing my Frenchman could not un- 
derstand. Not only did he seem to 
feel we were in danger at the pres- 
ent time from the war abroad, but 
ne felt that after this war we might 
be in even greater danger. As he} 
put it, “If I were an American citi- 
zen I could not sleep at night for 
anxiety cver my country.’

WILL EQUALIZE GROVE AS- 
SESSMENTS OVER COUNTY

The county assessor is again in 
the field in the person of Mr. P. W. 
Tonneson, as deputy for the local 


district. j 

Mr. Tonneson has made a personal 
inspection of all the groves in this 
district this year with the idea in 
line with other portions of the coun- 
ty to equalize the assessment on cit- 
rus groves all over the county. 

A chart has been prepared for this 
feature of the work and one of the 
field deputies from another part of 
the county has visited each district 
in order to familiarize deputies with 
the chart. By this system it will be 
possible for each person to pass 
judgment as to what his’ grove 
should be assessed at. 

The following is the chart and Mr. 
Tonneson would like to have each 
grower formulate his own idea of 
his own grove from the chart which 
can be compared with that of the as- 
sessor when the property is listed. 
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Another feature of the deputy as- 
sessor this year wiil the installation 
ot a card system with index file 
which can be kept in the office at 
Upland permanently. The card will 
contain, first, the grower’s name and 
address; description of property and 
the amount of assessment; to in- 
clude, also, building, year built, cost
